Two Debates Held by tho Lit. 
Society Last Night. 



DISCUSS NEUTRALITY 



Commission Form of Govern- 
ment Should be Established 
in Montreal. 



Another profitable meeting of the 
Literary and Dobating Society was 
held last night, when two debates 
were held, one between tho Diocesan 
College and Law '18, on the subject ot 
" Resolved, that the United States is 
morally justified in adopting a neutral 
attitude in the present war"; and the 
other between tho second and fourth 
years in Mediclho on the subject of 
"Resolved, that the commission form 
of government should be established 
in tho city of Montreal." 

In the former debate the Law fresh- 
men were victorious, only, however 
after a very closely contested discus 
sion. The winning team defending 
the affirmative was composed of 
.Messrs. W. Hughes and Howies, whilo 
Messrs. Coones and McCorjnick repre 
sented the theologues. 

Mr. Hughes, tho first speaker, went 
to some pains lo define the words 
"United States" and "adopting." Ho 
maintained that America must be fair 
to her own people as well as to the 
belligerent nations. He quoted l'olon- 
ius' famous lines: 

To thine own self be true. 
And it must follow as the night the 
day 

Thou canst not then be false to any 
man. 

He cited the New York Sun and the 
Literary Digest as bearing out his 
statements. It was to be remembered, 
he said, that the United States was a 
heterogeneous mass, composed of mil- 
lions from European and Asiatic 
blood. Tho party in favor of partici- 
pation in the war was headed by those 
who would acquire notoriety if the 
States declared war. America's atti- 
tude was entirely in accordance with 
the famous Munroe Doctrine, he 
stated. 

Mr. Coones, the. first speaker of the 
negative, compared America's present 
policy with tho promises her repre- 
sentatives made at The Hague con- 
vention, by which it would appear 
that the United States was scarcely 
fulfilling her obligations. Mr. Hugnes, 
he said, had mentioned national des- 
tiny. What would America's be If sne 
continued her present course? The 
United States, after so many Ameri- 
cans had been lost on the Lusltania, 
held Germany strictly accountable for 
American ships sunk by her sub- 
marines. Germany had continued her 
murderous course and had met witn 
no retribution at the hands of tho peo- 
plo she had repeatedly wronged. 

Mr. Bowles emphasized tho fact 
that the question read "adopting" and 
not •maintaining." The one was ais- 
tinct, he held, from the other by a 
provisional clause in The Hague 
agreement. America was not bound 
quite as much as the European 
powers. Wilson's policy helped to 
maintain the impartiality of mind so 
much to be desired. He also brought 
out the fact that a neutral nation per- 
formed the mission of alloviating suf- 
fering and want among all the bellig- 
erents. He concluded by saying tnat 
America's neutrality has been highly 
praised by other neutral nations. 

Mr. McCormlck stated that "adop- 
tion" necessitates "maintenance" as 
well. The levying of a tax on Brus- 
sols and Antwerp, and the use of pois- 
onous gas were aboslutely contrary to 
International law. America's duty 
does not end at home ; that would 
mean that America would be selfish. 
The New York Tribune he quotes as 
saying, "Germany's treatment of new- 
tra) American Is unprecedented In the 
treatment of a neutral power." 

Mr. Hughos, in rebuttal, repudiated 
Mr. McCormlck's statement, that 
"maintenance" was implied in tne 
term "adoption." He also corrected 
several of his opponent's other state- 
ments, and concluded by summing up 
all the arguments presented by him- 
| self and his colleague. 

While the judges, Dr. Fryer and 
Prof. Latham, were arriving at a de- 
cision, a general discussion took 
place. On the Judges' return, Dr. 
Fryer criticized each debater in turn, 
saying that in presentation each sine 
was of equal excellence, but that m 
matter, tho Law M 8 team showed su- 
periority, and therefore the decision 
was given in their favor. 

Government by Commission. 

The medical debate, though small in 
numbers, was large in interest. Med. 
'19, represented by Messrs. H. M. 
Young and R. C. Leggo, upheld the 
affirmative. Messrs. J. R. Nugent and 
P. J. Scully, of Med. 17. supported the 
negative. Mr. Young, the first speak- 
er for tho affirmative, after defining 
his terms, established several points. 
Tho people, he said, always expect, 
faithful representation, and so tho 
aldcrmanlc committee should be dis- 
pensed with. The second point in fa- 
vor of the commission system was 
that increasing public spirit demand- 
ed it. Mr. Young contended further 
that the commission system would 
eliminate graft by giving adequate 
salary to the people's representatives. 
Finally the. speaker claimed the aldor-

First and Second Year Men Must 
Pay Up. 



AN ECHO OF SPORTS DAY 



Cost of Repairing Molson House 
Will Be Borne by Par- 
ticipants. 



A general fine of between seventy- 
five cents and one dollar will be- im- 
posed upon members of the first and 
second years of (he University to cov- 
er the damage done to tho Molson 
House, on the occasion of the Fresh- 
man-Sophomore encounter on October 
22. This was decided at a meeting of 
tho Students' Council, and the presi- 
dents of several of the first and sec- 
ond year classes held at the Union 
yesterday afternoon. This sum will 
cover the cost of removal of rubbish, 
scrubbing, cleuning; washing, timing 
and painters' work; glazing; repairs 
to doors, trims, sashes, and painting 
same; plumbers' and masons' work. 

The general opinion prevailing was 
one of regret that the incident had 
occurred, and that all present would 
exert their influence to prevent a re- 
currence. 

The representatives of the first and 
second years felt that instead of hav- 
ing tho fine deducted from caution 
money, it would be more fitting to 
have a fine imposed. 

The Students' Council decided that 
the. campus rink should this winter he 
located on the lot to the west of the 
old stand so thai tho west, campus 
would be left free for the C. 0. T. C. 
The old quarters under the stand will 
bo used as a dressing room and a door 
cut In the rear to permit of entrance 
aud exit.

Dr. Barany, or Viennt, winner of 
this year's Nobel Prize for medicine, is 
at. present a prisoner In Russia. He 
was in charge of a field hospital at 
Przemysl when the Russians look that 
stronghold last March. 

The prize was awarded to him for 
the discovery of a new method for 
treating shot wounds in the head by 
means of skull operations. Dr. IJar- 
any made the discovery in the course 
of his work at tho Przemysl hospital 
while the stronghold was being be- 
sieged by the Russians. News of his 
achievement was taken to the outside 
world by an Austrian aviator, who 
flew over the Russian lines drawn 
around Przemysl. 

Dr. Barany was already well known 
in Vienna and elsewhere for his mont- 
rai achievements, having done some 
notable work in the treatment of ear 
diseases and other ailments.

So friendly have the Canadians and 
tho Saxons opposing them at the front 
become that orders have been issued 
to prevent habitual conversations Be- 
tween thorn, according to Sergt. C. S. 
McKenzie, Arts '14, .Med. '18, who, In a 
recent letter, adds that No. 6 Field 
Ambulance, to which he Is attached, 
can count upon a much larger number 
of Canadian wounded when the Prus- 
sians are in Uie opposite trenches. 
" The Prussians and Canucks hate one 
another like poison," he says. 

The condition of the trenches, Sergt. 
McKenzie says, is wretched, owing to 
tho recent rains, and the occupants 
are having a bard time of it. He 
■writes; 

"We aro still In our convent home a 
couprc of miles behind the front Hit'.-. 
Everybody admits that we have by far 
the best billet in Franco. The facili- 
ties for a field hospital could not he 
better. The large -ward which we usç 
as a rest station for the Second Divis- 
ion Is a huge hall, which was formenj 
used by tho Ilelgian inhabitants for 
entertainments. "Wo still keep up the 
practice and have one or two concrrts 
per week. The various batlalions .send 
their bands over and provide talent for 
the concerts. It is a great thing for 
the poor Bick chaps and a fine thing 
for us. Wo get more concerts Here 
than tho rest of the two divisions pin 
together. 

" I do not know whether you have 
learned that we now run, In addition 
to our field ambulance pari, the divis- 
ional rest station for tho division. To 
il come men from every battalion, men 
who arc likely to be fit. for duty in a 
week. We can only keep a man. a 
week, and if ho is not sufficiently 
strong Uicn 1o rejoin his battalion, we 
have to send him to Ihc clearing hos- 
pitals or a larger rest camp. 

"On account of our taking over the 
rest station work, our duties at the' 
front have been lessened considerably. 
In fact, wc only keep three men up at 
the Regimental Aid Post of our brig- 
ade, tho Sixth, and these are merely 
orderlies assisting the battalion regi- 
mental bearers. The other field am- 
bulances help cover our area, but our 
motor ambulances clear all tne 
wounded back to our hospital. 

In Charge of Rest Wnnl. 

"I am apparently permanently in- 
stalled as sergeant in charge of the 
main ward, while 'A' section is run- 
ning tho hospital. At first, before we 
got properly organized, It. meant an 
Immense amount of work. The men had 
never had any real hospital training, 
and all we had we got last winter at 
the R. V. H. and the General. Imagine 
yours truly, a would-be second-year 
mod., posing as a head nurse in a 
ward of from SO to 140 patients! Dur- 
ing the first week I hnd to attend to 
books, medicines, dressings, fatigues, 
and everything else, with the result 
that by the end of the week I was ab- 
solutely played out. 

"Tho next week that we were in 
things wore organized considerably 
better, and I had a fairly decent time. 
I mnnaged to get a clerk, a corporal 
to handle medicines, and several more 
orderlies. 

"My work is in charge of tho Rest 
Ward, and there the great majority of 
the cases wcro bad sprains, slight 
wounds, influenza, tonsllltls, etc. 
Though we were not supposed to 
havo any very sicic men, every man 
practically in the ward is on the medi- 
cine or dressing list. 

"At the present time we have an ar- 
rangement by which one section runs 
tho field ambulance, another runs the 
rest station, a far bigger Job, while tlie 
Uiird supplies guards and routine ra- 
tigues around the camp. On account 
of the Immensity, of Uio place, a great 
number of men are needed on fatigue 
every day. 

"Next week our section runs ihe 
field ambulance, 'II' section the rest 
station, and 'C the guards and fa- 
tigues. In the field ambulance warns 
tho amount of work depends on which 
bodies of Germans arc opposed to our 
men. In case the Prussians are 
against us we will certainly have lots 
of wounded, but in case the Saxons 
nre in the opposing trenches we will 
not be busy. The reason Is that the 
Prussians and Canucks hate one an- 
other like poison, while Uie Saxons 
and Canucks are tho best of friends. 
Orders bad to be issued to keep our 
men from conversing at will with 
Fritz. It was becoming a regular 
habit. 

"Our second division has not boen Tn 
any severe fighting, but the casualties 
when summed up make quite a total 
In somo cases. Reinforcements are 
coming over always to keep the bat- 
talions up to full numbers. Some- 
times wo have runs of ten to fifteen 
wounded, often more, but generally 
less. 

Many Sick Men. 

"What keeps us so busy i3 the largo 
number of sick men who enme In. 
Some days we get. as many as 75. We 
have to keep them moving out pretty 
fast to accommodato tho men coming

First Meeting of Debating So- 
ciety Held. 



NEW GYM. TO BE BUILT 



Preparation For Winter Train- 
ing Made by Athletic 
Association. 
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Social Functions 



The statement by a writer in a well-known Canadian weekly 
publication to the effect that "The good people who claim that at a 
time when brave men are dying daily in the defence of freedom, 
"we should show our sympathy by refraining from the usual en- 
joyments current and permissible in days of peace, are talking 
nonsense and dangerous nonsense at that. No surer way of de- 
stroying the morale of the nation could be devised than by con- 
tinually being seen with gloomy faces and by continually preach- 
ing restriction and curtailing necessary relaxation. A bow that is 
•always kept strung soon loses its strength," is one which should 
be taken to heart by groups of students in the University who 
insist that all social functions or other affairs providing relaxation 
for the undergraduate body should this session be set aside, and 
our whole energy and attention directed towards the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

The question of whether or not social functions should be 
held at the various Canadian Universities in a session such as the 
present, is one which has given rise to considerable discussion in 
the college press of the country and several of the Universities 
have set down their policies in this regard. Queen's University, 
for instance, has decreed that only three faculty dances will be held. 
This means that the Final Year Dance, Junior Year Dance, Fare- 
well Dance, Conversât, Sophomore Social Evening, and Education 
Social Evening have all been eliminated — a reduction of social 
functions from nine down to a paltry three. These three remain- 
ing dances are to be advertised as Red Cross dances and the Facul- 
ties holding them pledge themselves to raise one hundred dollars 
each for the Red Cross Fund. The University of Toronto, on the 
other hand, through the undergraduate paper, the 'Varsity, has 
taken the stand that there is no particular reason why these func- 
tions should not be held "so long as they are simple and unelabor- 
ate affairs, serving merely to provide an opportunity for social 
intercourse." 

Which course of action is McGill to pursue ? Is she to adhere 
to a policy such as that of Queen's, most commendable but some- 
what radical, or to a more conservative policy such as that out- 
lined at the University of Toronto? McGill is not concerned with 
dances to so great an extent as are her sister Universities. At 
most, there have been at the University in each of the last few 
years, only two or three. It is to the question of Dinners, Con- 
versats, Smokers and the like, that we must pay attention. The 
pros and cons of the Dinner question have already been heard 
in the Arts Undergraduate Society, whose members have put 
themselves on record as being in favour of the holding of the time- 
honored Arts Dinner. Opposition to the holding of the Dinner 
was based largely on the idea held by a minority that all social 
functions should be abolished, use being made of the "What-will- 
the-outer-world-think-and-say" argument. Other members ven- 
tured the opinion that if the holding of the Dinner would make for 
a more united student body, and a greater show of that rare com- 
modity, college spirit, then by all means let the Dinner be held. 

One thing is certain ; students must have a certain amount of 
relaxation and amusement. Which is better, that they should ob- 
tain it in company with their own friends and under the direction 
of their own leaders, or elsewhere in perhaps questionable quart- 
ers? To the Daily and to many students, it seems that little ob- 
jection can be made to the holding of functions at which students 
and their friends may be able to meet for an evening's recreation 
and at the same time maintain an atmosphere of simplicity ap- 
propriate with present conditions. 



The first meeting of the English De- 
bating Society was held last Monday 
evening. The subject, under discus- 
sion was, "Resolved, that the Cana- 
dian Government would bo justified iu 
enforcing conscription without con- 
sulting the people."

Father Lajcunesse addressed the boys, 
emphasizing the importance of dent- 
ins In the Arts course. The modera- 
tor, Prof. Culllnan, also spoke.

manic system (led the hands of city 
government, while the commission 
form liberated Ihe city from all bonds 
of petty ward politics. 

Mr. J. R. Nugent, in replying for tho 
negative, said he regarded the com- 
mission government as revolutionary 
and henco suspicious. There were, 
too, essential weaknesses in the sys- 
tem as applied to Montreal. The form 
and the means would lead to confu- 
sion in a very short time for the sev- 
eral commissioners would Interfere 
with tho specialist work of the legis- 
lative part of the administration. The 
city, he claimed, was too big to ensure 
the success of the scheme, as the only 
cities which Tind adopted the commis- 
sion system were comparatively small. 

Mr. Leggo, In supporting tho affirm- 
ative, showed advantages of the com- 
mission by evidencing the fact that 
tho aldermanlc system docs not in- 
duce the right men to come forward. 
The ward system, he claimed, Induced 
racial animosity while the commission 
form universalizes the election, and 
minimizes the power of blocking the 
opponents' tactics, for small ward 
reasons would be minimized. 

Mr. Scully, In supporting the nega- 
tive, claimed that, the present munici- 
pal government was not necessarily 
useless. There was not, he said, suf- 
ficient, time for a few commissioners 
to enquire and execute thoroughly all 
the duties ot civic administration. The 
ward system was in short based on 
the true principle ot civic administra- 
tion, and hence should be malnlalnett. 

Mr. R. C. Leggo spoko In rebuttal 
for tbe affirmative. There was some 
discussion on the question or the neg- 
ative rebutting, but unfortunately the 
rules or Ihe debate confined rebuttal 
lo the affirmative. 

The judge, Mr. T. J. McVittie. M.A.. 
gave, his Judgment in favor of the af- 
firmative. 

Artel - Ihe debates tea was served to 
the audience, and a pleasant evemng 
was brought to a successful conclu- 
sion, 



In the presence of a small though 
very appreciative audience, Mr. J. S. 
Woodsworth, secretary of tbe Canadian 
Welfare League, read a highly inter- 
esting and Instructive paper at the 
open meeting of the Philosophical So- 
ciety held last evening. Tho subject 
of Mr. Woodsworth's address was 
"Shock in Migration," and tho topic 
was dealt with by this expert on so- 
cial problems in his usual fresh and 
optimistic style. 

Mr. C. N. Clark, Uio president, occu- 
pied the chair, while the presence of 
several ladles graced tho audience. 
Being so well known to the students 
of the University as not to need tho 
formality of an Introduction, Mr. 
Woodsworth commenced with the 
topic immediately and sustained the 
attention of his hearers throughout. 

The topic under discussion, explain- 
ed the speaker, was the study of the 
practical effects of the sudden tran- 
sition of the immigrant from the Old 
World environment to the vastly flir- 
tèrent conditions In which he flnfls 
hlmseir in the New World. 

An effective contrast was then por- 
trayed by the speaker of the con- 
tions in tho peaceful homeland which 
the immigrant left in search of for- 
tuno abroad, as compared with the 
dull, sordid routine of the big city of 
to-day. 

"The most dramatic moment In the 
life of the Immigrant," stated tbe 
speaker, "is that in which he sets foot 
on the new land. The most dramatic 
setting for his arrival is doubtless 
• hat afforded at. Ellis Island. There 
stands the statue or Liberty ; there 
rise the great, buildings ot the magical 
city. Behind those gates stand wel- 
coming friends. Beyond lies the un- 
known—somewhat dreaded, and yet so 
full of promise that It has torn theso 
peasants from tho homes of their fath- 
ers and drawn them across the seas. 

"In an unceasing stream they pour 
j down (he gangway. Some come eng- 
erly, some with confident assurance, 
some rather fearfully; some with an 
air of patient resignation to fate, all 
looking forward to tho outcome of the 
great venture on which they have 
staked their future." 

The speaker then discussed the 
psychological effect on these immi- 
grants, the so-called "shock." Some- 
times the strain would bo too great ; 
the long, weary Journey would be too 
much for them. Pitfalls without num- 
ber, too, beset the Immigrant 
in his struggles for a living. The 
strangeness of tho new surroundings 
impress tho immigrants, each in a dif- 
ferent way. Though the Immigrants 
have fled from the hard conditions of 
the homeland, they now look back on 
It through the, softening haze of child- 
hood memories. The past becomes 
idealized, glorified. The "shock," too. 
In many cases is followed by a Beu6e 
of exhilaration, of liberation. 

The story of Mary Antin, as told by 
herself in "The Promised Land," was 
next repeated. It. is the story ot n 
little Russian Jewish girl who grow 
into an American woman of high 
Ideals and broad sympathies. 

The effect of Immigration on tho 
child and on tho succeeding genera- 
tions of the Immigrant, was also dis- 
cussed. American statisUcs would 
snow us that the children of lmm»- 
grants aro twice as criminal as the 
immigrants, though It is commonly 
regarded that the hope of tho Immi- 
grant lies in the second generation. 

Tho able discourse was fitUngly 
closed with quotations from Israel 
Zangwoll's famous "Melting Pot" 
David, tho young Jewish musician 
from Russia, Is found with Vera, the 
Christian girl, on the roof garden of 
tho Settlement House In New York 
city. The panorama of New York, 
with its two million forclgn-born, 
stretches below them. The statue of 
Liberty is seen In the distance. Low 
on tho horizon are long lines of sar- 
rron and gold, while above, the whole 
sky Is one glow of burning flame. 
David, prophetically exalted by the 
spectacle, exclaims: "It is the fires 
ot God around His Crucible. There 
she lies, the great Melting Pot. List- 
en!" 

The reading of this excellent paper 
was followed by a general discussion, 
in which nearly all present took parr. 
Dr. Caldwell opened tho discussion 
with a hearty vote of thanks to the 
speaker, which was second by Mr. 
Schwartz. 

Questions were then asked and free- 
ly answered, Mr. Woodsworth making 
very good uso of some splendid charts. 
After the discussion closed, tho meet- 
ing adjou rned.

Another profitable meeting of the 
Literary and Dobating Society was 
held last night, when two debates 
were held, one between the Diocesan 
College and Law '18, on the subject or 
"Resolved, that the United States is 
morally justified in adopting a neutral 
attitude in the present war"; and the 
other between the second and fourth 
years in Medicine on the subject of 
"Resolved, that the commission form 
of government should be established 
in the city of Montreal." 

In the former debate the Law fresh- 
men were victorious, only, however, 
after a very closely contested discus- 
sion. The winning team defending 
the affirmative was composed of 
Messrs. W. Hughes nnd IJowles, whllo 
.Messrs. Coonea and McCormick repre- 
sented the theologues. 

Mr. Hughes, the first speaker, went 
to some pains to define the words 
"United States" and "adopting. - ' He 
maintained that America must be fair 
to her own people as well as to the 
belligerent nations. He quoted Polon- 
lus' famous lines: 

To thine own self be (rue. 
And it must follow as the night the 
day 

Thou canst not then be false to anv 
man. 

He cited the New York Sun and the 
Literary Digest us hearing out his 
statements. It was to be remembered, 
he said, that the United States was a 
heterogeneous mass, composed of mil- 
lions from European and Asiatic 
blood. The party in favor of partici- 
pation In the war was headed by those 
who would acquire notoriety if the 
States declared war. America's atti- 
tude was entirely In accordance with 
tho famous Munroe Doctrine, he 
stated. 

Mr. Coones. the. first speaker of the 
negative, compared America's present 
policy with tho promises her repre- 
sentatives made at The Hague con- 
vention, by which it would appear 
that the United States was scarcely 
fulfilling her obligations. Mr. Hughes, 
he said, had mentioned national des- 
tiny. What would America's be If sne 
continued her present course'.' The 
United States, after so many Ameri- 
cans had been lost on the Lusitania, 
held Germany strictly accountable for 
American ships sunk by her sub- 
marines. Germany had continued her 
murderous course and had met with 
no retribution at the hands of tho peo- 
ple she had repeatedly wronged. 

Mr. Bowles emphasized the fact 
that the question read "adopting" and 
not •maintaining." The one was ois- 
tlnct, he held, from the other by a 
provisional clause in The Hague 
agreement. America was not bouud 
quite as much as tho European 
powers. Wilson's policy helped to 
maintain the impartiality of mind so 
much to be desired. He also brought 
out the fact that a neutral nation per- 
formed the mission of alleviating suf- 
fering and want umong all the bellig- 
erents. He concluded by saying tnat 
America's neutrality has been highly 
praised by other neutral nations. 

Mr. McCormick stated that "adop- 
tion" necessitates "maintenance" as 
well. The levying of a tax on Brus- 
sels and Antwerp, and the use of pois- 
onous gas were aboslutely contrary to 
International law. America's duty 
does not end at home ; that would 
mean that America would be selfish. 
The Now York Tribune he quotes as 
saying, "Germany's treatment of neu- 
tral American is unprecedented in the 
treatment of a neutral power." 

Mr. Hughes, in rebuttal, repudiated 
Mr. McCormick's statement, that 
"maintenance" was Implied In tne 
term "adoption." He also corrected 
soveral of his opponent's other state- 
ments, and concluded by summing up 
ail the arguments presented by him- 
self and his colleague. 

While the judges, Dr. Fryer and • 
Prof. Latham, were arriving at a de- | • 
cision, a general discussion took 
place. On the judges' return, Dt 
Fryer criticized each debater In turn, . 
saying that in presentation each side | • 
was of equal excellence, but that In • 
matter, tho Law "18 team showed su- 
periority, and therefore the decision 
was given In their favor. 

Government by Commission. 

The medical debate, though small in 
numbers, was large in Interest. Med. 
'19, represented by Messrs. H. M. 
Young and R. C. Leggo, upheld the 
affirmative. Messrs. J. R. Nugent and 
F. J, Scully, of Med. '17. supported the 
negative. Mr. Young, tho first speak- 
er for the affirmative, after defining 
his terms, established several polnrs. 
The people, he said, always expect 
faithful representation, and so the 
aldcrmanic committee should bo dis- 
pensed with. The second point in fa- 
vor of tho commission system was 
that increasing public spirit demand- 
ed it. Mr. Young contended further 
that the commission system would ! 
eliminate graft by giving adequare 
8a}ary to the people's representatives. I

Dr. Bar- 
any made tho discovery in the course 
of his work at the Przemysi hospital 
while the stronghold was being be- 
sieged by the Russians. News of his 
achievement was taken to the outside 
world by an Austrian aviator, who 
flew over the Russian lines drawn 
around Przemysi. 

Dr. Barany was already well known 
In Vienna and elsewhere for his men:- 
cal achievements, having done some 
notable work in tho treatment of ear 
diseases and other ailments.

So friendly have tho Canadians and 
the Saxons opposing them at the front 
become that orders havo been Issued 
to prevent habitual conversations do- 
tween them, according to Sergt. C. S. 
McKenzie, Arts '11, Med. '18, who, In a 
recent letter, adds that No. 6 Field 
Ambulance, to which he is attachée:, 
can count upon a much larger number 
of Canadian wounded when the Prus- 
sians arc in tho opposite trenches. 
" Tho Prussians and Canucks hato one 
another like poison," ho says. 

The condition of the trenches, Sprst. 
McKenzie says, is wretched, owing to 
the recent rains, and the occupants 
are having a hard time of it. He 
writes: 

"We arc si ill In our convent home a 
couple of miles behind the front Hue. 
Everybody admits that we have by far 
the best billet in France. The facul- 
ties for a field hospital could not he 
better. The large ward which we usç 
as a rest station for t lie Second Divis- 
ion is a huge hall, which was formenj 
used by the Belgian inhabitants for 
entertainments. We still keep up the 
practice and have one or two conrerta 
per week. The various battalions »o:id 
their bands over and provide talent for 
the concerts. It is a great thing for 
the poor sick chaps and a fine thing 
for us. We get more concerts hern 
than I lie rest of the two divisions put 
together. 

" I do not know whether you have 
learned that we now run, in addition 
to our field ambulance part, tho divis- 
ional rest station for the division. To 
it come men from every battalion, men 
who are likely to be fit for duty in a 
week. We can only keep a man a 
week, and if he is not sufficiently 
strong then 1o rejoin his battalion, we 
have to send him to the clearing hos- 
pitals or a larger rest camp. 

"On account of our taking over the 
rest station work, our duties at the 
front have been lessened considerably. 
In fact, we only keep three men up ar 
the Regimental Aid Post of our brig- 
ade, the Sixth, and these are merely 
orderlies assisting the battalion regi- 
mental hearers. The other field am- 
bulanees help cover our area, but out- 
motor ambulances clear all ttie 
wounded back to our hospital. 

In Charge of Rest Ward. 

"I am apparently permanently in- 
stalled as sergeant in charge of the 
main ward, while 'A' section is run- 
ning tho hospital. At first, before we 
got properly organized. It. meant an 
Immense amount of work. The men bad 
never had any real hospital training, 
and all we had we got last winter at 
the R. V. H. and the General. Imagine 
yours truly, a would-be second-year 
mod., posing as a head nurse in a 
ward of from SO to J 40 patients! Dur- 
ing the first week I had to attend to 
books, medicines, dressings, fatigues, 
and everything else, with the result 
Jhat by the end of the week I was ab- 
solutely played out. 

" The next week that we were in 
things were organized considerably 
better, and I had a fairly decent time. 
I managed to get a clerk, a corporal 
to handle medicines, and several more 
orderlies. 

"My work is In charge of tho Rest 
Ward, and there the great majority of 
the cases were bad sprains, slight 
wounds, Influenza, tonsllitls, etc. 
Though we were not supposed To 
havo any very sicic men, every man 
practically In the ward Is on the medi- 
cine or dressing list. 

"At the present time wo have an ar- 
rangement, by which one section runs 
the field ambulance, another runs the 
rest station, a far bigger Job. while the 
third supplies guards and routine fa- 
tigues around the camp. On account 
of the immensity of the place, a great 
number of men are needed on fatigue 
every day. 

"Next week our section runs 1 lie 
field ambulance, 'B' section the rest 
station, and 'C the guards and fa- 
tigues. In the field nmbulanco wards 
the amount of work depends on which 
bodies of Germans are opposed to our 
men. In case the Prussians are 
against us we will certainly have lots 
of wounded, but in case the Saxons 
are In the opposing trenches we will 
not bo busy. The reason Is Uiat tho 
Prussians and Canucks hate one an- 
other like poison, while the Saxons 
and Canucks are the best of friends. 
Orders had to be issued to keep our 
men from conversing at will with 
Fritz. It was becoming a regular 
habit. 

"Our second division has not boen m 
any severe fighting, but the casualties 
when summed up make quite a total 
In some cases. Reinforcements are 
coming over always to keep the bat- 
talions up to full numbers. Some- 
times we have runs of ten to fifteen 
wounded, often more, but generally 
less. 

Many Sick Men. 

"What kneps Us so busy is the large 
number of sick men who come in. 
Some days we get as many os 7îî. We 
have to keep them moving out pretty 
fast to aecommodato tho men coming

The statement by a writer in a well-known Canadian weekly 
publication to the effect that "The good people who claim that at a 
time when brave men are dying daily in the defence of freedom, 
"we should show our sympathy by refraining from the usual en- 
joyments current and permissible in days of peace, arc talking 
nonsense and dangerous nonsense at that. No surer way of de- 
stroying the morale of the nation could be devised than by con- 
tinually being seen with gloomy faces and by continually preach- 
ing restriction and curtailing necessary relaxation. A bow that is 
•always kept strung soon loses its strength," is one which should 
be taken to heart by groups of students in the University who 
insist that all social functions or other affairs providing relaxation 
for the undergraduate body should this session be set aside, and 
our whole energy and attention directed towards the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

The question of whether or not social functions should be 
held at the various Canadian Universities in a session such as the 
present, is one which has given rise to considerable discussion in 
the college press of the country and several of the Universities 
have set down their policies in this regard. Queen's University, 
for instance, has decreed that only three faculty dances will be held. 
This means that the Final Year Dance, Junior Year Dance, Fare- 
well Dance, Conversât, Sophomore Social Evening, and Education 
Social Evening have all been eliminated — a reduction of social 
functions from nine down to a paltry three. These three remain- 
ing dances are to be advertised as Red Cross dances and the Facul- 
ties holding them pledge themselves to raise one hundred dollars

In the presence of a small though 
very appreciative audience, Mr. J. S. 
Woodsworth, secretary of the Canadian 
Welfare League, read a highly inter- 
esting and instructive paper at the 
open meeting of the Philosophical So- 
ciety held last evening. The subject 
of Mr. Woodsworth's address was 
"Shock in Migration," and the topic 
was dealt with by this expert on so- 
cial problems in his usual fresh and 
optimistic style. 

Mr. C. N. Clark, Uie president, odcu- 
pled the chair, while the presence of I 
several ludles graced the audience. 
Being so well known to the students ! 
of the University as not to need the: 
formality of an introduction, Mr. ] 
Woodsworth commenced with the ! 
topic immediately and sustained the 
attention of his hearers throughout, i 

The topic under discussion, explain- I 
ed the speaker, was the study of the 
practical otrects or the sudden tran- 
sition of the immigrant from the Old 
World environment to the vastly flir- 
tèrent conditions in which he finas 
himself in the New World. 

An effective contrast was then por- 
trayed by the speaker of the con- 
tions in the peaceful homeland which 
the immigrant left in search of for- 
tune abroad, as compared with tho 
dull, sordid routine of the big city of 
to-day. 

"The most dramatic moment In the' 
life of the immigrant," stated the 
speaker, "Is that in which ho sets foot 
on the new land. Tho most dramatic 
setting for his arrival is doubtless 
that, afforded at Ellis Island. There | 
stands the statue or Liberty ; there 
rise the great hulldings or tho magical 
city. Behind those gates stand wel- 
coming rrlends. Beyond lies the un- 
known—somewhat dreaded, and yet so 
full ot promise that it has torn theso 
peasants from tho homes of their fath- 
ers and drawn them across the seas. 

"In an unceasing stream they pour 
down the gangway. Somo come eag- 
erly, some with confident assurance, 
some rather fearfully; some with an 
air of patient resignation to fate, all 
looking forward to the outcome of the 
great venture on which they have 
staked their future." 

The speaker then discussed tho 
psychological effect on these immi- 
grants, the so-called "shock." Some- 
times the strain would be too great ; 
the long, weary journey would be too 
much for them. Pitfalls without num- 
ber, too, beset the immigrant 
in his struggles for a living. The 
strangeness of tho new surroundings 
impress the immigrants, each in a dif- 
ferent way.

RELATES EXPERIENCES 



Saw More of Battlefront as 
Chauffeur Than Irvin G. Cobb 
Saw During All His Tour at 
the Front. 



Written with characteristic Irish 
dash is a lengthy letter Just received 
at the University from Pte. Lynwood 
V. Fyles, Sci. '16, who is now in Eng- 
land training Tor a commission after 
serving at the front with the Cana 
dian Overseas Railway Construction 
Corps. Pte. "Buck" Fyles writes: 

You will be surprised, no doubt, to 
hear that I am going to mail this let 
ter from England. I don't know whe- 
ther you have been getting my letters 
or not, but there wasn't much in them, 
on account of the censor. 

I am quite comfortable, in a real bed 
in a hotel here, wearing silk pyjamas 
the first time any of these three things 
has happened to me since I arrived In 
Flanders. Therefore I will tell you 
all about the six weeks I have been at 
the front. 

We left England in August and came 
straight on to Alveringhem in Bel 
gium. It is a small town about half- 
way between Furnes and Dixmude. 
Here our headquarters were establish 
cd. My company, No. 2, was attached 
to the Sixth Division of the Belgian 
Army, and No. 1 Company to the Sec 
ond Division. I was fortunate enough 
to be'attachcd to No. 2 Company for 
despatch work, as my car had been 
through so many accidents 



that the 



threw away everything but ciflo and 
ammunition, and let the German caval- 
ry hustle them back towards Paris, 
but it cost three uhlans for every one 
of our men that fell back that week. 

Tribute to Belgians.

Built Dummy Roads. 

Our job wasn't railroad work in par 
ticular. but any old thing that would 
help the Belgians out, such as machine 
gun shelters of concrete, gun protec 
tlons, observation towers, roads, and 
dummy roads to draw the enemy's ar- 
tillery fire through the day. also nar 
row-gaugo railways to get material 
quickly up to the front line trenches, 
these being operated by horse power. 

I wrote you that I was with the 
second bravest army in the world, but 
I think now I was wrong, as the army 
I placed first has been annihilated 
That was the first British army of 
200,000 British regulars that Kitchener 
first sent across. To me they will be 
for all time the greatest heroes in his- 
tory. If one has not been here it is 
impossible to realize what they went 
through, and In fact, few people seem 
to know what had really happened at 
the Marne, and why the Germans stop- 
ped 15 miles from Paris. But the Ger 
mans know, and that is why their say- 
ing is no longer "Deutschland ober ai- 
les," but has changed to "Got strare 
i England." 

The military world is now won- 
dering how and why they did it. The 
Belgians fought well, but they were 
fighting for their homes, their sweet- 
hearts and wives ; the Frenchmen like- 
wise, although caught napping, were 
fighting to save their country from a 
long-hated enemy. But just think of 
the state of mind our Tommies were 
in, one day Idling between drills 
around Aldershot, not allowed in the 
first-class restaurants, and next day 
war declared, within two weeks shot 
across the Channel, landed they didn't 
• know where, marched off, and set 
down among a lot of bally foreigners 
(I don't suppose half of the Tommies 
knew a Frenchman from a German, 
or what it was all about, and least 
of all where they were). All they 
knew was in a couple of days some- 
one opened fire from three sides and 
they commenced to fall in thous- 
ands. Well, about then they com- 
menced to get mad, and as they were 
ordered back, fighting every step, 
after n hard day's fighting at Mons, 
hopelessly outnumbered, without re- 
serves, and nearly surrounded, Gen- 
eral French commenced his great re- 
treat, sacrificing a thousand here, a 
battalion there, anything to gain time. 
The men didn't want to go, but in the 
army an order is an order, so they

The English tradition is to give a 
bar on a soldier's medal for every 
victory, but I think they will change 
it for once and give a bar to those few 
who are alive at the end of the war, 
who were in the retreat from Mons. 

The Belgian army that exists to-day, 
although small In numbers, Is un- 
doubtedly the most formidable in the 
field for its size. Many are mere boys 
in age but old. men In experience; all 
are veterans of a hundred battles. 
They are absolutely indifferent to 
death, they are fighting with one aim, 
and that is revenge; desperate men 
with nothing left to live for but to 
avenge their country, with as deep a 
hatred a3 theirs they are mighty good 
people to have on your side, I can tell 
you. We were the first English troops 
to bo attached to the first line of .he 
Belgians army, at.d were moro than 
welcome. They couldn't do too much 
for us. They look on the English as 
their saviors, for England clothes and 
feeds tholr army, and they will never

Placing us among these Belgians 
had a very steadying effect on every- 
one's nerves when wo first began to 
go under fire. For it is no use letting 
on you arc brave; the first few times 
tho shells come your way, right dow.i 
In your heart you know very well you 
are scared stiff, but if you lookarouno 
and see every one going calmly about 
their work as usual, It helps a whole 
lot, I can tell you. 

However, I am going astray from 
what I started to tell you of what I 
have been doing. The first two weeks 
were pretty tough. We wero quar- 
tered in an old cow-stable with a 
leaky roof, and Just the season here 
that means days of cold rain (In fact, 
It is a little the best raining country I 
was ever In).

There is a lively tilt on between the 
University of Gottlngcn, one of Ger- 
many's famous Institutions or learn- 
ing, and the Braunschwelger Neuestc 
Nachrlchten, which accuses the uni- 
versity authorities of employing as in- 
structors natives of countries with 
which Germany is at war, and allow- 
ing other natives of these countries to 
pursue their studies at Gottingen. 

A hot attack printed in the news- 
paper recently elicited from Professor 
Titius, pro-rector of the university, 
the reply that out of a total of 2,402 
.students registered at Gottlngcn In the 
second year of the war, there were, in- 
deed, three natives of India, three 
South Africans of Dutch-German an- 
cestry, two German-Russians, and a 
Finnish remale student all o£ whom 
had matriculated by special permis- 
sion of the Government. 

To the accusation that the univer- 
sity employs natives of hostile lands 
as assistants, alleging that, no Ger- 
mans suited to the posts are available, 
Prof. Titius declares' that there Is at I 
Gottingen ono assistant, a Russian, 
who, being the wife of a German staff 
physician now on nctlvc service with 
the Gorman army, is certainly above 
suspicion. 

The Brunswick newspaper's third 
accusation is that a professor of the- 
ology at Gottingen has announced his 
Intention of discontinuing his lectures 
dining the comlug term in order to 
devote all his time to work among 
prisoners of war, for whom he edits 
papers in English and French. Prof. 
Titius does not deny the correctness 
of this assertion, but declares that the 
professor in question has beeu duly 
authorized by the German Govern- 
ment to extend his work among pris- 
oners of war, which has been most 
valuable. 

Fourthly, the newspaper objects to 
t lie continued presence at the univer- 
sity of an Italian, who has coutinued 
his lectures unhindered since Italy's 
entry into the war. There is nothing 
Improper in this, replies Prof. Titius, 
since Germany is not officially at war 
with Italy, and it is much to the 
honor of the Germans that they 
have not permitted themselves . ex- 
cesses against Italians similar to 
those committed by Italians against 
Germans. 

Referring to similar attacks on Ger- 
man universities and technical schools 
which still permit natives of hostile 
countries to be students, Cornelius 
Ourlltt, in an article in the Cologne 
Gazette, urges Germans to remember 
that if Germany is to be tho leading 
nation of the world, it must extend 
hospitality to students desiring (o 
study at German institutions of learn- 
ing, no matter whence they come, in 
order that the German spirit may be 
diffused all over the world.
